This 
Lady happened^ accidentally to become ac- 
quainted with Sir Jihn Vanhmgh ; ixi& iobVi 
found the vaft Difference betwech the Cohi 
Verfatidn'Ori Man of Wit ^ and that of zJiJ^ 
^greeabk ^Blockhead J vfhomy Provideiice for 
%he SiiiS^f-i^^tVj had permitted to become

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ft State/man. In order^ therefore, to make 
herfblf Ibme Amends fer being obliged to 
endure the Company of a very Jiily Felhuh 
ihe contrived in his Abfence, to enjoy the 
Conyerfation of a Man ofSenfe as often as 
ihc could.

I HAVE endeavoured, as Occafion oJGfered^ 
from the very Beginning to. the End of my

obferve, fuch a Government muft become 
mean and dej^icable in the Eyes of its Neigh- 
bours, and defiruStive at length to that

Lastly, I have a Difcoujde upon theZr/- 
berty of the Trefs ; with which I find your 
Excellency is highly offended. 

I HAVE endeavoured to fliew how ablb- 
lutcly neceflary this Liberty is in a Nation 
that would prcfcrve its Freedom ; that when 

in 
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in King James's Heign ther^e was a Dcfigti 
to have made us complcat Sldvh^ oncjof thfe 
firft Steps taken towards it, was the layings t. 
Reftraint upon the Trefs j and that two or 
three wicked 'Minifters refolred, their //A 
advifed Trince and the wretched Nation 
fliouMread nothing in SPm^but weekly Pan* 
egyricks upon themfclves and their Proceed* 
ings. I have endeavoured to Ihew, that the 
Liberty of the Trefs is the moft likely Thing, 
to prevent any Wicked Minifter, who might 
get above the Reach of the Law, from day. 
ly committing the moft horrid and tyrannical 
Adions • but that a Minifter with common 
Senfe^ and common Management^ and one 
whofe Condud will bear being defended 
fteed not be afraid of the Liberty of the 
Trefs. 

I HAVE ftiewn how folly this Liberty is af 
prefent enjoyed in China^ the largeftj the 
richeft^ and the bejl^governed Empire in the 
World ; artd in what Manner it is made to 

be 
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be the ftrongcft, the moft effefbal Check, 
npcrn the Life ttnd Altkm -of the Empe- 
fdr himielfi t faftye fltewa in how fmhuBded 
ii Mftfmer thu Likrty was made ufe of bodi 
at J?M«^ and jithem, while diofe two Gld«> 
xkms Commonweahhs had the leaft Shadow 
of Freedom left among riiera. 

Among other Inftances, I have ihewn 
what X^Kfties the Athenian Writera took 
with- 'Pericles^ by whofe fcandalous Admi- 
nifttation that mighty State loft all her iou 
ttcr <»lory and Reputation, and was at length 
uttcrJy mined and defiroyed. 

As no Parts of Hiftory arc more inftmc- 
tive than thofe which fliew by what Means 
and Errors the beft Conftitutions have been 
ovejvturaed, I have been pretty particular 
in giving my Readers an Account of '^tri- 
cUXf and his Exploits. 
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,:; 1 am a littk furprizM to find that it iV 
'$his T^rp of my Book with which you? 
^cellency is, chiefly difpkafed ; and that (fo? 
Reajbns beft known to yourfelf) you hay^ 
yndcrtaJcen to defend one of the moft worth'- 
kfs and wicked Creatures y that ever pre^ 
tended to fet up for a Statejman.

I HAVE Ihewn that ImEloquencey upoa 
which he chiefly valued himlelf, was nothing 
piore than what the French call, \^ Fhx de 
Bouche^ A prodigious Volubility and Flow of 
Words J delivered with a moft con/ummate 
Ajfurance i but that none of his Speeches 
3had any real Strength and Solidity ^ or would 
bear being read. 

I HAVE proved ^i&ij, iiomThilcydides zxi6. 
§luintilian ; two Perfons, who were, perhaps^ 
as good Judges of Eloquence, as ever the 
World yet produced. I have likewife flicwn, 
that this was the natural Confequence of his 

having 
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having Icamt his JUferfic'ud Way of Tratmg 
fi-om a WonuM\ who was the moft notorious 
and impudent Strumpet in all Athens* 

I HAVE fliewn how this grating Fell&w^ 
baying plundered the Tublick Treajkry of 
^li the Wealth which had been coUefting 
many Years, cwrufted the Athenians with 
their awn Money ^ and made them j^urcbafi 
their own Chains. 

I HAVE fliewn in what Manner he fubyer- 
tcd the Conjiitutionj andabolilhed the Power 
of xhtAreapagites : That he moft bafcly forged 
a ^lotj ioi no other Reaion, but in order to 
banifli one of the beft and greateft Men that eii^ 
Xhct Athens y or any other Country eyer faw : 
That when he had baaiihed the moft yaluablc 
Perlbns in the Commonwealth who oppofed 
his Meafures, he ^t^ jealous of the moft Me 
Men among his own Friends ; and with the 
mdl horrid Barbarity and Ingratitude, caufed 
the Orator Efhialtes^ who had been of infi- 

C nitt 
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nitc Service to him, to be friviatety ajfaffi^ 
ndted : That he minded nothing but the In- 
tereft of h'mjelf and his Famih : That he 
deftroyed fire thoufand of his innocent 
Fellow-Citizens at once, by Virtue of a mofk 
wicked Law, contrived only to fatisfy his 
own mean Jeahujy and private Revenge : 
That whenever he made a ^eace^ a Waty or 
a Truce f the Motives he aftcd upon were 
equally fliameful, and only regarded his 
own Intereji : That he raifed the Taxes at 
leaft one Third higher than he found them ; 
and is the firft Minifter, we read of in Hifto- 
ry, that ever demanded Secret^ Service^Money 
from an jiffembly of the Teople : That he 
•either put this Money into his own Tockety or 
employed it to the bafeft Purpofes : That by 
inventing Sham^Tlots^ and the moft wicked 
Falftioods, he at laft divided the Athenians 
into two Parties: That he did this with no 
other View but that he might himfelf play the 
Tyrant with the more Security : That in 
a Gity, the moft famous in the World for 

Arts 
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Arts and Sciences^ he never preferred oiW 

Man of Tarts and Learning : That while 

the Wealth of Greece ran through his Hands, 

and he daily fquandered immenfe Sums upon 

TiStures and Buildings^ he fufFered the 

great and wi/e Anaxagoras (to whom he 

had the higheft Obligations one Man could 

have to another) to want the Common Necejfa^ 

ries of Life : That his Ufage of this emi«i» 

nent Philofbpher reduced him to take up 

the fatal Refolution oijiarving himfelf, and 

leaving the World : That upon this Occafion 

Pericles gave the moil flagrant Proof which 

is perhaps to be met with in allHiftory^of his 

being a molt confiimmate Monfter of Cruelty 

and Hypcrijy : That he fuffered his Coun- 

try to be robbed and infulted in the moft 

Icandalous Manner by all her Enemies ; and 

even to lofe the dominion of the Sea: 

That he purchafed a moft jfiiameful Teace^ 

partly with Money ^ and partly by yielding 

up the Athenian Territories : That at laft, 

to prevent his being called to an Account 
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for all thofe immenfe Sums he had rccdved 
and embezzled, he plunged his Country into 
a bloody and moft unneceffary War : That 
th'is War, of which he was the fole Author, 
ended in the Taking of Athens^ and the utter 
DeftruAion of the Commonwca;tth. I have 
fliewn that the moft celebrated Athen'tatP^n- 
ters, amidft all his ^ower and Greatnefe^ drew 
his '^'tdiure in its frofer Colours; and told 
their unhappy Countrymen what muft be the 
Confequencesof hisihameful Adminiftration : 
That 5Pmf/^J, however nettled, was forced to 
hear all thofe fevere Truths which I have quo- 
ted out of feveral Writers j and that though he 
had trampled upon every other Part of the 
Athenian Liberties y he never durft Attempt 
to make his Countrymen fuch abfolutc and 
and compleat Slaves, as to reftraiuy or take 
away the Liberty of the Trefs, 

I HAVE proved all the Particulars above 
mentioned, by plain Matters of Fa£f ; and 
taken every one of thofe Fa£is out of Ibmc 
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cient Hiftorian. In a Word, this is that 
Pericles whom I have dcmonftrated to be a 
Wretch full of the meaneft JealouJieSy hating 
and afraid of every Athenian of Parts and 
Learning ; and of whom I ftill conceive I 
have juftly faid^ that he was in his Nature 
envious, proud, cruel, avaridous, and impu- 
dent J and this is that 'Pericles^ upon whom 
your Excellency has wrote a Pent£^ick. 

X.£T us fee how you begin it. 

Y"ouR Excellency moft roundly aflerts 
That This Tericles was an able Statef' 
man. Your Excellency does indeed confefi, 
that « he had the Misfortune to be pefter'a 
^^ by a few little obfiene Toets, the Grubs 
" ^Athens. " Hark you, M^^aVlrick! 
Some of the Writings of thefe Grubs of 
Athensy as you are pleaied to call them, 
have already lafted above two thou/and 
Tears ; and I am humbly of Opinion, will 
ftUl laft for ibme Ages after th^ Compofi- 
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tlons of your Excellency and Mr. Osborne 
have been all confumed in proper Ufes by 
Grocers and Taftry-Cooks. 

As to !Pericks's being an jlbk State/man^ 
I have given my Readers a fmall Sample of his 
jlbilities s but they will find a much fuller 
Account of them in my Letter to the King 
of Sprata: Andlfliall, with your Excellen- 
py's Leave, prefume to hope, that Providence 
will prevent n^y Native Country from ever 
falling into the Hands of fuch an abk Statejfi 
p$an. 

You proceed to inform us, that the Seur-^ 
vy Jejis made upon this able StatefinaUy 
^* though they delighted the Rabble, (a 
modeft Term for the People of Athens^) 
" difgufied all Men of Senfe end TUflinc* 
tion: "" I wifti you had told us who gave you 
this Piece of priyate Intelligence ; for I can- 
not find any fuch Thing in Hiftory. You 
add that Tericles bore thefe Purify J^.^ 
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with an heroick Serenity. He did indeed 
bear thenij becaufe he could not help it : 
hut I am much miftaken, if fbme of them 
did not a little difcompofe the lerene Mufcles 
in the Countenance of your beroick State/- 
man. You add, That thefe iame Scurvy lefts 
** under Jbtne of his Succejforsj drew down 

" a NECESSARY /»</ ABSOLUTE ReSTRAIKT 

** from fuch Tetukncies, ** 



If you mean that the Athenians had any 
Refiraint laid upon their Tens, before the 
Meaiures ofTerickshiA occafioned the Ta- 
king of their City, the Deftrudion of their 
Commonwealth, and the fubjeding of them to 
the ^orr/</ Government of the Thirty Tyrants ; 
I lay, if you mean this, what you affert is 
fa/Je in FaH j The Athenians^ till all thefe 
Calamities were brought upon them by the 
Adnuniftration ofPericleSy conftantly enjoy- 
ed the Liberty of the Tre/s. The Blun^ 
ders and Vices oi Clean zadAlcibiades^ when- 
ever they afifefted the Publick, were expofcd 
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with as much Freedom, as the weak and 
wicked Politicks of Tericles. 

You aflert, that ^^ Mr. Budgell faysy Pe- 
^^ ricles overturned the Athenian ConJUtn- 
^^ tiom and to prove this cites the ScurrtVu 
^' tiesofComickToetsr No^MzlkcTV/ricki 
I do indeed fay, that Pericles overturned 
the Athenian Conjiitution ; and fb fays every 
Hiftorian who has wrote of thofe Times : 
I prove what I fay, not by Quotations 
out of Comick ToetSy but by the moft no- 

torious and undeniable Matters ofFaB^ ex- 
traded out of the moft authentick Hijiories. 
I fliew, indeed, at laft, that while Tericles 
was playing his Pranks, which were equally 
ridiculous and wicked^ the Comick Toets did 
not fpare him j but that they, and other Atbe-- 
nian IVriters^ endeavoured to make their 
Countrymen lenfible, before it was too late, 

what muft be the Confequences of his cor- 
rupt and icandalous Adminiftration. 

Youn 
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Your Excellency proceeds in your De- 
fence of this able State/man : You fay that 
" Thucydides does not write like^ Mr. Bud- 
" gell, againjl Pericles, though he was hisFoe^ 
** and though he was banijbed by his Means: ''— 
That " Thucydides was above employing 
^^ thofe leifure Hours which his Exclujion 
" from State Affairs had given him^ in writ' 
^^ ing Lamfoons^ or publifiing Falfioods^ 
^^ even againfi his mo ft inveterate Enemy. *' 

Believe me, Mafter Vlrick! whatever 
you may think, this laft notable Paragraph 
Ihews nothing, but that you arc guilty of 
fuch a Miftakey as any Man ought to be 
afhamed of, who makes the leaft Pretentions 
to Letters or HiJIory. I do not, however, 
cxpeft your Excellency fliould blufli : It is 
not natural to your Family. 

All the Learned World will perceive, 
from your own Words ^ which I have quoted, 

what 
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what an egregious Blunder you are fellcn iii- 
to : But I do not think it incumbent upon 
me to fhew you the Miftake you labour un- 
der ; or to corred all the Errors of a Statefinan, 
who may at prefent plead a prefcriptivc 
Right to the glorious and neceflary Privi- 
ledge of Blundering : I fliall leave you up- 
on this Article in the fame State of Igno^ 
ranee I found you ; and only tell you, that 
neither I, nor any of your Readers, fliould, 
I believe, have guelTed what it was that 
made you undertake the Defence of fb worths 
lefs and wicked a Creature as Pericles j if 
you had not been fo extreamly kind as to 
let us yourfelf into the Secret. You tell 
us that " / wouU Injinuate a kind of Tar-^ 
^' ralkl between Pericles and a certain Gen-' 
*^ tkman ; ^^ and it appears that your Excel- 
lency has a particular Tenderne/i and Affedti^ 
on for this certain Gentlemen. To which I 
anfwer, That in my Book, to which I ap- 
peal, I do not give even the leaft, the TOoft 
diitaot Intimation that \ de%o the Gharader 

Qf 
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of Tericles as a Parallel to any S^teimen 
of this Age : I hope that the Ti£ture I have 
drawn of TericIeSy which I fliall ftill ven- 
ture to affirm is a very Juji one, is not fo 
like any Politician now living, that all the 
World muft neceflarily fee the Refemblance : 
Yet if it be, I muft tell your Excellency, it 
fliall be my daily Prayers, that Providence 
by fbme Means, or other, will deliver that 
miferable Nation, who are fallen into the 
Hands of fo wretched and wicked a Statef- 
man. The fame Caufb produces the fame 
Effed. As the moft powerful and glorious 
Commonwealth in all Greece^ was deftroyed 
by the mean Jealoujiesj the Follies^ the Ra^ 
facioujkefey the Weaknefs^zxA the Wickednefs 
of Pericles^ I will venture to affirm, that the 
moft flouriihing Kingdom this Day in Eu^ 
ropCy would certainly be ruined under the 
Conduft of fuch another a Statefman. 

But tho' I do infift upon it, that I 

have pp whwc infinuatcd there is the leift 
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Parallel between Ter teles and a certain 
Gentleman^ I muft own 1 am infinitely fur- 
prifed to find that your Excellency has been 
fo kind as to infinuatc this for me. Your 
Words are very remarkable : You arc pleafed 
to fay, *' you will allow that the Abilities j 
«« the Eloquence J and the Oppofers of both 
«■* may give feme Room for fuch a Taralkl, "" 
Will you fo, Matter Vlrick / I am afraid, if 
I had faid thus much, you would have called 
upon the fecular Tower to have anfwered 
me : But fince you are pleafcd to allow all 
this your felf, vixi. That the Abilities^ the 
Eloquence, and the Oppofers of Tericles, may 
give Ibme Room for a Parallel between him 
and a certain Gentleman ; let us lee what the 
Abilities and Eloquence of Tertcles really 
were and what fort of Men were his Oj^ 
fofers. As to his Abilities and ConduSl^ I 
have given a pretty full Account of them, 
and of the bleffed Confequences with which 
they were attended : I have likewife, in my 
Bookj and in the very Words of ^intiliau 

and 
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and Thucydides^ given an Account of his Eh" 
quenccy and of his Method of Managing a 
debate in an Affmbly of the Teofle. 

To oblige your Excellency, let us now fee 
what fort of Men were his Oppofers. 

Every Body knows that the two Men, 
who were the chief and conftant Oppofers of 
the wicked and tyrannical Defigns of Tericksj 
were Cimon and Tbucydides. 

The firft of thefe was the greateft Gene^ 
raly and the beft Citizen^ that ever Athens 
bred. 

His Adions were fuch as would appear 
incredible, if all Hiftorians had not in Effeft 
given us the fame Account of them : His 
Valour and Affability renderM Athens the 
Miftrefs of 2\\ Greece*^ He entirely fubdued 
the ThracianSj fubjeded all the Qherfonefe 

to 
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to the Commonwealth qf Athens y and built 
and peopled the City Amfhtfolis. 

He now turned his Arms againft the y^r- 
fian Empire, that conftant and dreadful Ene- 
my to Greece. After a Multitude of great 
Adions, at laft, with a Felicity which no 
General has yet equalled, he obtained on the 
fame Day, one moft glorious Vidory at Sea, 
and another at Land. We are cxpreflly 
told, that the Firft of thefe was greater than 
the celebrated Vidory of Salamis ; and the 
laft, than that of Tlataa. The King of 
^erJiUy whom the World in that Age called 
the great Kingy frightened and amazed at 
thefe prodigious Succcfles, was glad to obtain 
a Peace upon fuch Conditions as Cimon 
thought fit to grant him j and by a Iblemn 
Treaty yielded up the dominion of the Sea 
lb abfolutely to the Athenians^ that he a- 
greed, None of his Gallies, or Men of War, 
ftiould ever appear for the future between 
the Cyanean and the Chelidonian Iflands : 

Con- 
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Confcqucntly by this Treaty, the haughty 
Per/ian could neither enter the jEgean Sea 
by the Euxine^ nor the Mediterranean by 
the Seas ofTamphylia^ or Syria ; and the A^ 
tbenians had a vaft Trade fecured to them. 

In a Word, Omm carried the Glory of 
Athens to its utmoft Height, made her dread- 
ed, or adored by all Nations ^ nor could any 
Thing, but a mo&Jcandahus Adminifiratian^ 
have poflibly ruined her in ^few Tears ^ after 
all thefe glorious Succefles. 

When this great Man had ended his 
Wars, and was at Leifure to refide in Athens^ 
his whole Intereft and Eftate were always 
at the Service of Merit in "Dijirefs^ and con* 
ftantly employed in the moft Generous and 
Cod'like ABions. If we may believe the 
Accounts given of him by all Hiftorians, 
(and I have tranlcribed the very Words of 
one of them, in my Letter to the King of 
Sparta^ there was not a Jingle H^ay paffed, 

in 
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m which the generous Cimon^ did not do 
fbmetfaing more great tnd noble, than Teri^ 
cles evef di<l, throughout the whole Courfe 
of his ihameful Life. 

Such was the Man, Matter Ulrkky who 
was the chief Oppfer of the Defigns oiTeru 
cles ; and whom your Hero, having mcrfl 
infamoufly forged a ^kt^ and corrupted the 
Athenians with all the Money in the Trea- 
fury, got baniihed oxxtoi Athens^ as an Ene-- 
my to his Country. 

Thb moft confiderablc Perfon next to 
Cimon^ who was a conftant Oppofer of the 
Meafiires of Tericles^ was the virtuous and 
Learned Z'/&«rv^/^(?j', thtgreateft StatefmaH 
in the Age he lived : The Mean Jealoufy 
of Terkks^ never permitted him to reft, 
'till he had alio ruined and baniihed this ex« 
cellent Man.

MnCAUssiN may for ought I know, be of 
this Opinion ; for I confefs I never did, nor 
I believe ever Ihall, read one Page in all his 
fVorks. The Dodor in the next Place, moft 
carneftly conjures me to read a Book, which

\ had formerly the Honour to know Mr. 
Stanyan ; Kut tho' I fliall readily allow him 
to be a very worthy Man^ I believe I jQiall 
hardly take the Pains to confult his Works 
for the moft Authentick Account of Pericles, 

XrAsXLY, theDoftorhas found out, that

China J would neycr endure lb notorious a 
Badge of Slavery : That the mcaneft Man irf 
the Kingdom would have Sen£e enough 
to ftc, that when a Gag was put into the 
Mouth of Liberty y it could be with no other 
^ejign^ but to prevent her Squawling while 
file was murdered. They therefore advifcd 
him to encounter his Adverlariesf with their 
(ywn Weapons ; and reprefcnted to him, that 
it was impoflible but a Man who was poffef- 
fed of fo many Millions^ muft find frofer 
Advocates .10 plead his Gauje. Xunchitc- 
fblved for once to follow their Advice : He 
picked out fome chofen Men^ whom he look- 
ed upon to be the bright eft of his Blocks 
headsj and Tcttled a Tenfton upon each of 
therii to write ^Panegyricks upon him, arid 
to defend his ConduB. Their Verfor* 
mantes no fooner appeared in Publick, that 
they were reteived with the Hifies, th< 
Laughter, the Scorn, and the Contecnp 
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of the whole Kingdom of Tonquin : They 

ferved to no other End^ than to afford 

the Enemies of the Minifter frefb Su\yc€ts 

for their Satires : Every Thing that looked 

like an Argument in his Defence, was imme^ 

diatcly confuted. If any SPiirif of his Conduft 

was dauhful \x£oiQy it was now plainly ^- 

mtmftratedxo be all 4^ ^ Tieee^ and equally 

wickedwAobfurd. His Adveriaries, who 

had unluckily got Poffeffion, not only of

He fummoned 
them all to meet him in his Apartment. His 
Blockheads Hoon came about him ; and the 
Statejman having taken his ^lace at the up- 
per End of the Table, beipoke the Aflem-

When Chachao had ipoke thus, he fat 
down ^ and it was very plain by the SatifV 
fa&ion which appeared in the Xooks of his 
Brethren, that he had ipoke the Sen/e of all 
of them. 

The Statejman could keep his Temper 
upon Occaiion : He did not come there to 
quarrely or to lofe his Friends. Though 
the Oration of Chachao a little difcompoied 
him at firft, he fbon recovered himfelf, and 
with a gracious Smiky fpoke as follows :
